The Morning Trombone had a fit 
yesterday, and had it bad.

and the Associated Press, and to make 
it appear that the real or imaginary 
evils of the latter are common to both. 

But the Trombone’s labored strictures 
on the Associated Press were not 
penned in good faith. They were and 
are simply a roundabout gopher method 
of getting at THe Times. Says the 
Trombone: “The attack purports to 
have been written here and sent on as 
telegraphic correspondence. If it is 
not in that particular also fraudulent, 
the local reporters of the Associated 
Press, who are in the Ties office, 
must have known about it.“ In this 
the poor, purblind Trombone makes a 
tremendous stride in the field of imag- 
ination. In its semblance of cunning 
it swallows itself, ears and all, for in 
the next following sentence it says: 
But more likely the letter was not 
written here at all, but in San Fran- 
cisco, and sent to some agent in New 
York, with instructions to deal both 
with the Herald and the Associated 
Press. From New York it was dis- 
patched to every customer of that 
news association in the United States. 
We believe Tux Tres of this city did 
not print it. 

The dispatch about which there is so 
much mysterious mouthing was printed 
as a special by the New York Herald, 
having been forwarded to it pre- 
sumably by the special agent of that 
paper. It was then taken up and 
passed along the line by the Associated 
Press. Candidly speaking, we think 
the Associated Press ought to have 
been in better business than repeating 
such frothy stuff, calculated especially 
to injure a large and prosperous section 
of country and, at the same time, a 
portion of its own clientage. 


San Francisco’s Police Commission. 


The Police Commission of San Fran- 
cisco is a peculiar institution. In the 
municipal machinery of the bay city, it 
occupies an unheard of position. Prior 
to the adoption of the new constitution, 
Gov. Irwin appointed a commission 
composed ef the Judges of San Fran- 
cisco’s county courts, and they or- 
ganized the San Francisco Police Com- 
mission. 

The adoption of the new constitution 
abolished county courts, and with the 
abolition of county courts, the organ- 
ization of county Judges, in whose 
hands Gov. Irwin had placed the crea- 
tion and control of San Francisco’s 
Police Commission, died a natural 
death. 

Since the adoption of the new con- 
stitution, the Police Commission has 
been, practically, an independent arm 
in the municipal government of San 
Francisco. Thé organization, in whose 
keeping it was placed, having passed 
away without delegating its authority 
to any other arm of the municipal or 
State Government, the commission is 
beyond the reach of any power, munici- 
pal or State, save and except a legis- 
lative enactment. 

Several attempts have been made to 
remodel the commission by legislative 
eaactment, but the San Francisco 
Police Department is a powerful po- 
litieal machine aud, with the aid of the 
bosses, it has succeeded in defeating 
the several Police Commission bills“ 
that have bobbed up from time to time 
in the Legislature. Save one who died 
afew weeks ago, the commissioners 
originally appointed still remain. 
They have hela office twelve years, and 
under the cigcumstances, they are 
likely to remain for life. . The matter 
hee been brought before the Supreme 
Cound time and upon every

dian rifles, and [had as soon kill an 
Apache as a rattlesnake. Since the re- 
moval of those Indians the Verde 
country has been settled up by miners 
and cattlemen, for it has as safe 
there in the hills 
county. Put the old Indians, who 


and hiding place for miles around, back 
into that country, and you can imagine 
| what a hell it would create. Of course, 
the settlements would have to be aban- 
doned, for the Indians would steal 
awa m the reservation, as they do 
at San Carlos, and butcher without 
mercy all who come in their way. 
Every man would have to become a 
walking arsenal, and no women and 
children could remain on the ranches. 
Itisa bad country tor Indians any- 
pod for they could hide in the lava 
and all the white men in the Ter- 
ritory could not hunt them out. I tell 
you, Gen. Miles is wrong, and Gen.

The New Schoolhouses. 

The Board of Education find they have dif- 
cult problems to solve in determining how 
they can provide rooms for all the children 
who should attend school and pay salaries to 
more teachers. 

The Board of Supervisors and the Council 
have done all they could to aid the Board of 
Education in securing the funds needed for 
more schoolhouses, more furniture, more 
teachers and more education, but the sup- 
plies are not equal to the demands. 

The people of the City of Los Angeles, with 
a vote nearly unanimous (only nineteen noes), 
voted to issue $150,000 in bonds to provide 


is- | funds for new schoolhouses, and still the 


children will need more room to secure tho 
education that the people wish to give them. - 

The Board of Education now own a lot 
fifty feet on the southern side of Los Angeles 
street by 150 feet en the westorn side of Los 
Angeles street, and an adjoining lot of 52.70 
feet on the western line of Los Angeles etrect 
by seventy-cight feet in depth. 

The purchase by the United States of the 
site at the corner of Fuurth and Winston 
streets, for the new Governmont building, the 
coustruction of tae Johnson block, the four 
story brick building at the corner of Fourth 

and Main streets, and the other improvements 
in the immediate vicinity have increased the 
value of the school property at the corner of 
Fourth and Los Angeles streets to an extent 
that the Board consider it is desirable to sell 
the property and with the pruceeds purchase 
a site largo enough for an eight-room build- 
ing to accommodate the children east of Main 
street between Scoond and Tenth streets. 

The subdivision of large tracts between 
Alameda and San Pedro streets will * 
population in that portion of the city, that 
will need such a school building for their 
children. 

Recognizing these facte, that control the 
situation in educational business, the Board 
of Education have decided to sell the property 
on Fourth and Los Angeles streets and use 
the proceeds toward the purchase of a larger 
site and the erection of a larger building than 
could be constructed on the present site.

The total number of mills up to Sep- 
tember 1, 1887, was 249; the number of 
spindles, 1,213,346; 
lo@ms, 27,963; the cotton consumed = 
ear, 401 452 bales; new companies 
ng rapidly formed. In the past three 
months thirty-two new factories have 
been organized, and are divided as fol- 
lows: Alabama 3, Arkansas 1,Georgia 
2. Louisiana 2, North Carolina 11, 
South Carolina 3, Tennessee 2, Texas 


The Sduthern iron masters have been 
2 perplexed over scarcity of coke, 
ut this problem is being solved by im- 
rtant developments in this branch. 
n the past thrée months twelve coke 
companies have been formed: Four in 
Alabama, four in Tennessee, two in 
Virginia and two in West Virginia. 
Many others are in process of forma- 
tion. Work is rapidly progressing on 
new blast furnaces in process of erec- 
tion in the South.
